We again present our report to the citizens of Newton. 
While we realize the work has been far from perfect, yet we 
believe the honest pains-taking scholar has made good 
progress throughout the town. We would ask the parents 
to visit the schools and find out for themselves what their 
boys and girls are doing. We deemed it advisable to change 
the High School course to a Grammar School, and we sent 
the course to the State Supt. Mr. Folsom who approved it. 
We now submit it to the townspeople.
